Expensive Raspberries 


Years of riding at the metropolitan race 
tracks have taught Eddie Arcaro to accept 
the raspberries of the bettors philosophic- 
ally, and it takes a lot to get under his 
skin these days. But one day last month 
the Arearo mail included a letter from a 
Bronx bettor who demanded payment of 
$200 he had lost recently betting on 
Arcaro’s horses: if he didn’t get it. he 
would bring charges before the New York 
State Racing Commission. Eddie sent the 
letter to the Nassau County Police Depart- 
ment. 

The envelope had carried the return 
address of a local philanthropic organiza- 
tion, so detective James Beirne one after- 
noon paid a social call at the place. He 
casually began talking about horses. then 
jockeys. and it soon developed that one 
Irving Weissman, a 50-year-old unemploy- 
ed clerk. was so set against Mr. Arcaro 
that it had been an open joke around the 
office. Officer Beirne put the finger on 
Weissman. who readily admitted he had 
sent Arcaro the letter. Weissman was 
arrested on a charge of attempted black- 
mail. 


Fire-Prevention Aids 


Earl McDaniel. chief of the Lexington 
fire department. spoke on fire prevention 
at a September 29 meeting in Lexington 
of the Thoroughbred Club of America. 

The chief said there were 3. principal 
causes of fire on a farm: bad housekeep- 
ing, bad wiring. and careless personnel. 
It has been his experience. too, that men- 
tally disturbed farm laborers —e. g. sex 
perverts — are a major source of trouble. 
and he suggested that it might be a good 
investment to have a_ psychiatrist inter- 
view prospective employees before they 
are hired. 

Among his other suggestions: 1) store 
hay and straw in buildings separate from 
those which house stock. 2) buy only 
equipment which has the “underwriters” 
label.” 3) construct a solid approach to 
the farm pond so that fire-fighting equip- 
ment can reach it without bogging down. 
and 4) train farm personnel in fire-fight- 
ing, and post instructions and emergency 
telephone numbers in all barns.

Swaps Fractures Bone 


sy It was late in the morning of October 
cy 9, and Swaps was breezing 7 furlongs 


“a over the Garden State Park track. At the 
three-eighths pole he suddenly bobbled. 
and exercise boy Chester White started 
to pull him up. For a moment it seemed 
that the colt had recovered and was ready 
to go on; he took a few more faltering 
steps, then pulled up in distress. 

White flung himself from the saddle and 
led the horse, now trying to walk without 
the use of his left hind leg, to the outside 
of the track, where an ambulance took 
the colt to Rex Ellsworth’s barn. 

A witness to the incident, who had been 
watching Swaps from a pony along the 

outside rail of the stretch, said he had 
» | heard a report “like the shot of a pistol” 
pe just as the colt began to falter. 

Dr. George Palmer Jr. was called to the 
barn, where he was joined by Dr. Wil- 
liam Miller, the track veterinarian. X-rays 
were taken, and on the basis of the 
negative results it was conjectured that 
Swaps had ruptured a blood vessel near 
the hock. The leg was packed in ice to 
relieve the swelling. 

The veterinarians were not satisfied with 
the X-rays, however, and on the morning 
of October 10 they took other pictures. 
These, much clearer than the first set. 
showed 2 lineal fractures in the middle of 
the cannon bone. 

Dr. Palmer could not be reached, but 
Dr. Miller told The Blood-Horse that the 
breaks, although serious, were not 
complete fractures. He described them as 
having the shape of an arrow head, extend- 
ing downward to the medullary (marrow) 
cavity, 

The leg was put in a cast extending from 
the Coronet to the hock, and at mid-morn- 
ingon the 10th Dr. Miller said the colt 
Was resting comfortably and eating. 
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“The biggest problem right now,” he 
said, “is to keep him quiet for the next 5 
or 6 months, so that it won’t go into a 
complete fracture. If he makes one false 
move it could be trouble.” 

Dr. Miller hesitated to predict the 
horse’s future, but he said, “If he were my 
horse he’d never race again.” 


CALIFORNIA 


Distance for Platers 


An increased number of distance races 
is being planned for the 1956-57 meeting 
at Santa Anita Park. Carleton E. Burke, 
director of racing, said that 2 series of 
races for claiming horses would be held 
over the Camino Real turf course. 

Each series will include 5 races, rang- 
ing in distance from 114 miles to about 
i384 miles. One series will be limited to 
horses which have started for $2,500 or 
less in 1956-1957 or those entered to be 
claimed for $2,500, and the other will be 
for horses which have started for $5,000 
or less or are entered for $5,000. 

Purses in the 2 series will range from 
$5,000 to $10,000. In the $2,500 series 
there will be 2 races at $5,000, 2 at 
$7,500, and one at $10,000. In the $5,000 
series there will be 2 races at $6,000, 2 at 
$7.500. and one at $10,000. 
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MICHIGAN 
Won Out 


Detroit. “My big gray horse is real 
good right now,” said Vester Richard 
(Tennessee) Wright, who has saddled 
more winners this year than any other 
trainer in the country. “The way Nonnie 
Jo is going, I know he could beat some 
of the best horses around.” 

Even so, Wright was content to stay at 
the Detroit Race Course with P. L. Gris- 
som’s Michigan Mile winner and run in 
such as the Boots and Saddles and Frontier 
Handicaps. 

Tennessee had other reasons to hang 
around: his wife was in the hospital with 
pneumonia, and he was sending out win- 
ners at a near-record clip. 

Skipper Bill, Hasseyampa. and Dogoon, 
which Nonnie Jo defeated in track-record 
time in the $50.000 Michigan Mile, had 
gone before the Boots and Saddles, leaving 
the 5-year-old son of Reaping Reward with 
only 5 left to oppose him. He won, quite 
handily, although he had the worst of the 
racing luck most of the way. Leaving the 


club house turn, jockey L. C. Cook had to 


ease him out of a speed jam. From then 
on he had to keep him in the middle of the 
track. When Burnt Child, Dagazha, and 
Intelligent swung around the stretch turn 
abreast, Cook had to take the colt even 
wider. 

Once in the clear, Nonnie Jo drew off 
with authority, and Cook had him in hand 
to win by 214 lengths. The time for the 
mile was a moderate 1:37445, compared 
with Nonnie Jo’s record 1:3624 in the 
Michigan Mile 2 weeks earlier. 

By winning the Boots and Saddles, own- 
er Grissom “got out” on Nonnie Jo. He 
had purchased the colt from James Pad- 
dock for $25,000, plus half the purse, while 
the field was on its way to the post in the 
Michigan Mile. With his share of that 
purse, $19,450, plus first money of $7.700 
in the Boots and Saddles, Grissom already 
was $2,150 ahead on the deal. 

The 1956 meeting at the Detroit Race 
Course ended as it had begun 58 racing 
days earlier—with Nonnie Jo winning the 
feature race. On August 1, opening day. 
it was a mere overnight purse. On October 
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by *Nasruliah—Miss Disco. 


Winner of the Youthful and Juvenile Stakes early 


in the year, he returned to top form at Belmont Park on October 5, when he 
easily defeated 8 other Futurity Stakes eligibles in the Anticipation Purse. 


6. closing day. it was the 41st and richest 
running of the $20.000 Frontier Handicap, 
the state’s oldest horse race. 

Nonnie Jo, carrying top weight of 124 
pounds, never won an easier race than 
the Frontier. according to jockey L. 
C. Cook, who was looking back at the 
field throughout the last furlong as the 
colt skipped to the wire 3 lengths ahead 
of Marked Game and 6 other rivals. The 
time for the 9 furlongs was 1:52 on a 
sloppy course. 

The victory helped Wright break his old 
record for winners at the track. Nonnie 
Jo was No. 45. one more than Wright's 
mark in 1954. 

The meeting set no records, but attend- 
ance climbed 8.3 per cent and betting 4.2 
per cent over 1955. For the 58 days 
crowds totaled 653.349 and wagering $40.- 
990.477 for averages of 11.264 and $706.- 
731. compared to 10.398 and $677.254 a 
year ago.

OBITUARY 


George Brown Jr. 


George Brown Jr.. who had been asso- 
ciated with the Thoroughbred sport for 
most of his 76 years. died in Baltimore 
on October 7 after an illness of several 
months. 

Born in Baltimore in 1880, Mr. Brown 
began to ride at Maryland hunt meetings 
at the age of 12. He rode Tom Clark 
to victory in the 1900 Maryland Hunt Cup 
and 16 years later got his second win in 
the jumping classic with Bourgeois. 

A veteran of the Spanish-American War 
and World War I. Mr. Brown began to 
breed Thoroughbreds about 1920. For 
several years he raced a stable of horses 
at various tracks in the East. In the 
1930’s he became a racing official, and 
for 20 years he served as a steward at 
tracks along the Eastern seaboard, in- 
cluding Pimlico, Laurel, Delaware Park, 
Hialeah, and Garden State Park. 

Survivors include his wife, the former 
Mrs. Eugene Levering Jr.; a daughter, 
Mrs. Edward Hersey; and 3 sisters, Mrs. 
W. Winchester Keith, Mrs. Honore Pal- 
mer, and Mrs. Stanley Field.

"Champion of the World" 


Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney’s Fisher. 
man and Career Boy were the first Ameri. 
can-trained horses ever to attempt the 
difficult feat of winning Longchamp’s 
Prix de lAre de Triomphe, for many 
years the leading international race op 
the continent of Europe and now the 
richest race outside the United States, 


Their performance in the 1956 renewal, 
on Sunday. October 7, gained only 1,250, 
000 francs— about $3,570 —in fourth 
money. but. considering the difficult and 
unfamiliar terrain, it was quite good— 
good enough, perhaps, to encourage Amer. 
ican sportsmen to seek the prestige of an 
Are de Triomphe victory with _ better 
horses. 

The 5-year-old Fisherman, with Sam 
Boulmetis up. was sacrificed to the task 
of cutting out as sharp a pace as possible 
on the sticky course. He led the pack of 
20 runners on the long backstretch ascent, 
with Norfolk. the odds-on Ribot. Fric, 
Master Boing. and Apollonia close behind 
at first. but some 3 or 4 lengths behind 
as they hit the top of the 5-furlong climb. 
Fisherman appeared to have something | 
left as he began the downhill run on the 
turn, but actually he was used up, and 
Camici still had Ribot under a_ strong 
hold as the favorite went past the leader 
at the top of the long. straight. 

Ribot was still in hand as he drew out 
to win by 6 lengths, getting the 2,400 


meters in 2:34.76. Talgo, the English 
trained winner of the Irish Derby. came 
out of the pack to take second place, 2 
lengths ahead of Tanerko. which held the 
slightest advantage in a photo-finish with © 
Career Boy and Master Boing. Eddie \e 
Arcaro found Career Boy willing and 
able for the stretch run, but he reported 
later that the 3-year-old “didn’t handle | 
the hill on the backstretch too good: 
otherwise I believe he would have been 
second.” Fisherman finished ninth, 
Apollonia dead last of the 20. starters ) 
Also far back among the unplaced were | 
the Oaks winner Sicarelle and the Grand 
Prix de Paris winner Vattel. 


It was Ribot’s second victory in the 
2.400-meter Prix de l’Are de Triomphe. 
and the 16th. all told, for the 4-year-old |

He now retires unbeaten. and wil 
go to the stud next year, the Marches 
Incisa della Rochetta said, either at Dor 
mello, near Milan, where he was. bred.

Except for the Gran Criterium of 1954 
which he won by a head from Gail, Ribot 
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has won his races by margins ranging 
from one to 15 lengths. After his easy 
triumph in the King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot in July of this 
year Tom Nickalls described him in the 
Sporting Life as the “best horse in the 
world.” Evan Shipman’s story from 
Paris for the Daily Racing Form and 
Morning Telegraph began: “Champion 
not only of Italy, but of the world .. .” 
The prestige of the big English and 
French internationals was such that no 
cne bothered to attempt a qualification 
on behalf of Nashua or Swaps. 

Numerous Americans in the crowd of 
approximately 100,000 who saw the Arc 
de Triomphe gained new appreciation of 
European horses and the tasks they face. 
A United Press story quoted Arcaro as 
saying the Longchamp course was “better 
than anything we have in the United 
States.” C. V. Whitney. who had won 
the 1954 Washington, D. C., International 
at Laurel with Fisherman, said, “I 
thought we should return the courtesy.” 
Ii he comes across another runner such 
as Equipoise or Counterpoint, he may 
return the courtesy again, with more suc- 
cessful results. 


French 1-2-3 at Ascot 


Paris. When the Ascot authorities chose 
a distance of 2 miles for the King George 
VI Stakes. created in 1946. they were 
accused of “giving” the race to French 
horses, which won it 4 times in 5 years. 
Last year, inaugurating the Queen Eliza- 
beth II Stakes, they fixed the distance at a 
mile, which was considered well within the 
range of the best English runners. But 
the French horse Hafiz took the first 
running, and in the 1956 renewal—on 
September 29, with a value of £6,392 to 
the winner—French runners held the first 
3 positions at the finish. 

Curiously enough, there were only 5 
English- or Irish-bred runners in the field 
of 11. Two of them, Ratification and 
Pirate King, made the pace until the last 
turn, where they were joined by Hugh 
Lupus. winner of the 1955 Irish Two 
Thousand Guineas. Ratification faded 
before reaching the straight and Pirate 
King began to tire soon afterward, leaving 
Klairon and Hugh Lupus to contest the 
lead. Both of these were outrun in the 
final stages by the filly Cigalon (Sayani— 
Infante. by Monarch). which had been 
fourth in the One Thousand Guineas and 
second to Buisson Ardent in the Prix 
Jacques le Marois at Deauville. 

Second and third, at one-length intervals, 
were the 4-year-olds Klairon (Clarion— 
Kalmia, by *Kantar) and Hugh Lupus 
(Djebel—Sakountala, by *Goya_ II), 
followed by Pirate King, Hafiz, Buisson 
Ardent, Coronation Year, Ratification, 
Victoria Cross, and 2 others.

The St. Leger Italiano of 154 miles, run | 


at Milan September 23, drew only 5 start- 
ers, including the filly Barbara Sirani 
(Verso I]—Buonamica. by Niccolo dell’- 
Arca). whose victory regained for her the 
highest rank among Italian 3-year-olds and 
gave Verso II his second classic winner 
of the year—after Lavandin, winner of the 
Derby at Epsom. 

Barbara Sirani. unbeaten in 3 starts at 
2. had won her first race at 3, then had 
met her only defeat when she was fourth 
in the Premio Jockey Club (Italian Two 
Thousand Guineas). She had won her next 
3 starts, including the Premio Principe 
Amadeo, in which her stablemate Tissot 
was second. In the St. Leger she took the 
lead from the start. was 10 lengths in front 
at the last turn, and held off Tissot to 
win by a length. Third. 314 lengths be- 
hind the second. was Alipio (Verso Il— 
Alberta, by Nakamuro). previously un- 
beaten in 5 starts and victor over Tissot in 
the Premio Besana. Unplaced were Barba 
Toni, which had been beaten 3 times since 
taking the Italian Derby, and a stablemate 
of Alipio. 

There was no champion in the Deutsches 


St. Leger at Dortmund September 23; the 
German Derby winner Kilometer had met 
with an accident, the Derby second, 
Traumgeist, was coughing, and Liebeslied, 
the best filly, had been left out of the race 
in favor of the Deutscher Stutenpreis, 
which she won. The winner, by a decisive 
6 lengths, was Bernardus (Allgau— 
Blumenmadel, by Ticino), which had 
finished fourth in the Derby. Second was 
Monte Cassino (Burgermeister—Madfan, 
by Accord Parfait), and third was Opern- 
sanger (Burgermeister—Operette, by Arja- 
man), third in Kilometer’s Derby. Fourth 
in the strung-out field was Plutarch 
(Blasius—Persante, by X). 

Bernardus, owned by the Roesler Stud, 
is by the 1943 German Derby winner All- 
gau. His granddam, Blumenkrone, by 
Aurelius, is a sister to the 1937 Union 
Rennen winner and good stallion Blasius. 
Both the sire and dam of Bernardus are 
from the family of St. Alvere, by Hermit. 

The Belgian St. Leger at Boitsfort 
September 9 confirmed the suspicion that 
the Belgian Derby winner Todrai (Le 
Destroyer—Toute Bonne, by Le Chatelet) 
had lost his morals.
